AUTHOR, AGENT, AND PUBLISHER. 


A LAsT flicker of the controversy waged 
early in the spring of this year in England 
between certain authors and publishers lights 
up half a dozen pages in the November and 
December issues of Zhe Nineteenth Century. 
Mr. T. Werner Laurie, who speaks as ‘‘ one of 
the trade,” in the November issue takes up 
the cause of the publisher in a brief article 
entitled ‘‘Author, Agent, and Publisher;” in 
the December number Sir W. Martin Conway 
and Sir Walter Besant reply, the former de- 
fending the Authors’ Society and the latter the 
literary agent. Mr. Laurie is on the whole 
unnecessarily vehement, and therefore displays 
more zeal than tact, offering now and then a 
point of attack, while his opponents in the 
main are moderate and confine themselves to 
repudiation and denial. 

Mr. Laurie’s text is the ‘‘ unbridled greedi- 
ness” of the author of which so much has 
been recently said. Incidentally, also, the 
Authors’ Society is described rather sarcas- 
tically, and the methods of the literary agent 
are criticised at length. Referring to the ac- 
tions of the council of the Authors’ Society, 
Mr. Laurie maintains that ‘‘the heads of the 
council do a grave wrong to their poorer 
brethren in planning these ever-extending 
royalties, and it is high time the matter were 
taken out of their hands and adjusted on a 
fairer basis. It will be much less demoraliz- 
ing, too, for the authors who command large 
sales. It is common knowledge to all readers of 
fiction that several of our popular writers, who 
have recently been log-rolled into popularity 
and who were unknown to the public three or 
four years ago, have already written themselves 
dry. This wretched system emasculates the 
man who has made a name by giving him too 
much money and too little time, and disheart- 
ens the man without a name by not giving him 
a living wage for his work.” To Mr. Laurie’s 
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implied charge that the Authors’ Society exists 
for the purpose of attacking publishers, Sir W. 
Martin Conway replies that ‘‘it exists for no 
such purpose, but merely to resist extortion 
and to protect literary property. With most 
of the well-known publishers the society has 
never had, and is never likely to have, a 
quarrel.” No unprejudiced or well-informed 
person doubts this. 

Mr. Laurie is especially severe on the sys- 
tem of ‘‘working” a writer as if he were a 
lead or iron mine to be explored for crude 
ore, and exhausted with all possible speed. 
The middleman cares for no author who has 
not been ‘‘boomed” by the publisher into 
some degree of popularity. That done, the 
alert agent spies his chance and steps in with 
sweet proposals of increased royalties. ‘‘ He 
writes to the author,” says Mr. Laurie, ‘‘he 
can get him an extra five or seven-and-a-half 
per cent. royalty. He has no more idea than 
the man in the moon what publisher will 
give this, but he is aware he has only to 
take the manuscript to any young firm, which 
is anxious to have a name that has been 
well advertised on their list, to get the neces- 
Sary promise at once. The author in nine 
cases out of ten bites. The young firm publish 
the work, but owing to their having insufficient 
experience and trade connection it falls flat, 
and the result is a loss to both author and pub- 
lisher. We have no hesitation,” adds Mr. 
Laurie, ‘‘in saying that this is a sample of 
dozens of cases which have occurred during the 
last two or three years.” 

The method of making agreements in ad- 
vance, ‘‘ well,” indeed, ‘‘into the next centu- 
ry,” is considered by Mr. Laurie, yet more dis- 
astrous, as authors are beginning to discover. 
It accounts for the sudden and unexpected 
collapse of many a promising young writer; for 
when literature comes to be a matter of contract 
like merchandise, not merely must the literary 
standard inevitably fall, but the manufacturer, 
sooner or later, break down. There are of 
course circumstances in which an agent can 
render useful services to an author. For in- 
stance, in serializing fiction his aid is often 
but the author who unreservedly 
It is 


valuable; 
accepts contracts is courting disaster. 
not quality that the agent desires, but quantity, 
and the circumstance is fatal to good writing. 

Over-production and greed of gain, as Mr. 
Laurie not unfairly claims, are the besetting 
sins of the day in the literary as in the met- 
cantile world. To both the middleman con- 
tributes, because, in the case of literature, 
having a leasehold interest in an author's 
brains, he is naturally anxious. to make as 
much out of them as possible. How long his 
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reign is to continue is a question that is forcing 
itself upon the attention of all concerned in the 
future of good literature. Mr. Laurie hints that 
publishers might combine and put an end to 
several evils which are now borne patiently. 
But, asthe Pudlishers’ Circular truly remarks, 
such a course will not be necessary, since au- 
thors are slowly finding that reasonableness 
after all is the best policy. 

Sir Walter Besant, in his vigorous defence 
of the literary agent, while correcting many of 
Mr. Laurie’s over-statements, does not mate- 
rially affect the latter's position as outlined 
above. The literary agent, as all will admit, 
may serve a useful purpose as a ‘‘ good solici- 
tor” in the maintenance of the author’s rights 
and the defence of his property. The objection 
to him is that he does not confine himself to 
this limited position, but through his enter- 
prise, and actuated by his desire to swell the 
income of his client—and his own—creates 
more mischief than good. We will not be so 
rash as to claim that the literary agent alone 
is to blame, because it takes more than one to 
make a contract ; yet, as the facts are arrayed, 
it is a fair question whether the literary agent 
is not to be regarded as a menace rather than 
a benefit to literature. 





TYPES OF OLD BIBLIOMANIA. 


‘*THERE was in East Washington Square, 
New York,” according to a writer in the New 
York Z7imes, ‘‘a shop surmounted by a piece of 
sculpture in wood, representing a dove pierced 
by an arrow, a symbol the origin and the mean- 
ing of which remain unexplained to this day. 
Ashop? It was rather a tavern oraden. It 
was invaded by a mountain of books which, by 
dint of tumbling down, had become immovable, 
holding its balance by virtue of some cosmic 
force, like tne stars. There were enormous 
books, small books, torn, magnificently bound, 
classic, literary, scientific books, school-books, 
books of luxury, books of leisure, dress, and 
jewels. The shopkeeper was much more inter- 
esting than the shop. The fact that she was 
real was not sufficient to make her seem possi- 
ble. She was as straight as a lily, and nothing 
in her recalled the curves and undulating lines 
of feminine figures. On her geometrical body a 
gown which was of the color of soot seemed to 
have grown naturally. Her features were at 
once crafty and innocent, her smile was pretty, 
her eyes were soft, her hair was powdered with 
dust and half hidden under a red velvet cap 
Similar to that which the princesses of history 
wear. As ingenuousasachild, as learned as a 
Magian, one could ask of her any book printed 
in any language. If she had it, without a mo- 


ment of hesitation she sprang like a tigress on: 


her mountain of books, found the volumé, and 
at once, in a sweet voice, told her price, against 
which there never could be the slightest objec- 
tion, for she had appraised the volume as learn- 
edly as if she were Lowndes, and, at the same 
time, by a glance at the boots and coat of the 
buyer, calculated the sum that he could give. 


‘‘ She was simple as the beasts in the woods, 
whereof she had the agility. It was as easy to 
deceive her as it was to deceive Napoleon, and 
often bad boys of the neighborhood sold to her 
books which they had stolen from her stall on 
the sidewalk. It happened sometimes that she 
detected the fraud, and then she looked at the 
thieves with eyes so profound and so soft that 
they confessed always. 

‘*The other personality of the abolished bib- 
liomaniac period was Bergstrom, a tall old man 
whose face was handsome and refined, and 
whose clothes were poor. He was always read- 
ing attentively a book which had no covers, the 
pages of which seemed to have been sewn crude- 
ly. He held it always with such precaution 
that it was evident its disorder was not his 
fault. He livedin Ninth Street, near Jefferson 
Market, in the rear of a court-yard that tall 
weeds had invaded. The house was old, the 
room contained a Pompadour bed which had 
been broken and repaired with big nails, two 
pretty chairs and a Louis xv. desk, which nec- 
essarily had been bought in some shop in a 
cellar, where old rags, brass, and furniture that 
no merchant wants are sold. 

‘There was a library. It was formed of a 
wide white plank, a tablet, on which were placed 
with scrupulous order a hundred volumes desti- 
tute of covers, and all crudely resewn. Berg- 
strom had written a book on ‘ Havana Cigars, 
how they are made and sold,’ the singularity 
of which is amazing. The book does not con- 
tain one typographical error. ‘It is true,’ he 
said once, ‘that I am the author of this book, 
but do not talk of it; keep for yourself the 
secret which has no importance, and the revela- 
tion of which would trouble my tranquillity. I 
do not dare to say, nor to think, that] ama 
typographer, but I worship printing. Those 
who were my masters are dead. Nobody I care 
for knows that I am alive.’ 

‘He was a Scandinavian. He knew all the 
dead languages and most of the living ones, 
and he worked for booksellers and auctioneers, 
making catalogues for 50 cents an hour. He 
was his own housekeeper; he never drank 
wine or coffee, and did notsmoke. His break- 
fast consisted of a loaf of bread, which he ate 
on a bench in Washington Square, near the 
fountain ; his dinner cost 20 cents; his only 
vice was to translate Greek poems into various 
languages. His greatestextravagance was for 
books. As he had the time to stroll into book- 
shops he had bought for § cents a volume sev- 
eral precious works. Among them was the 
second edition of ‘Tamerlane,’ bearing on 
the title-page verses written in the hand of Poe. 
His books were worth much money to book- 
lovers, but he had no need of money ; he said, 
even, that he hadtoomuch money. He bought 
his clothes in Chatham Street and had an ac- 
count in the savings bank. He was an ac- 
countant for two of his neighbors—one a tailor 
in second-hand clothing, destitute of all ambi- 
tion ; the other a laundress who, in exchange 
for his work, washed his linen, ironed it, kept 
it in repair, and sewed the buttons on his shirts. 
His plan of life was admirable, from a financial 
point of view, and a Secretary of the Treasury 
might -have studied it with advantage. 

‘* He had been in love with the daughter of 
a great publisher. She never saw him. She 
is married to an illustrious professor and will 
never know how ardently he looked at her 
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when she passed by him. He has returned to | 


Sweden or Norway, or wherever he came 
from. His last adventure in New York has 
not been told before. One evening he brought 
to his room the ‘ Ethics’ of Spinoza, in French, 
bound in brown morocco, with the arms of the 
Marquis de Morante. As he held the book un- 
der his lamp, and discreetly turned its pages 
and blew lightly on them to remove the dust, 
he felt that there were two leaves pasted to- 
gether. He tried vainly to detach them with 
his nail. Then he held them over the vapor of 
the water boiling in his shaving mug. When 
the pages were half opened he saw that they 
contained a hundred-dollar bill, and he blushed 
like a child caught in a fault. 

‘‘This money did not belong to him. He 
thought of telling the police, of returning the 
bill to the bookseller, of trying to learn who 
the owner or the rightful heirs of this fortune 
might be, and he finally did something which 
proves that he was a fatalist and detracts some- 
thing from his great merit. He replaced the 
bill between the two pages, pasted them to- 
gether again, went back to the shop where he 
had bought the book for 3 cents, and threw it 
in the stall.” 





NAPOLEON I. IN HIS DEALINGS WITH 
THE BOOK TRADE. 


ALTHOUGH. we have at present a more thor- 
ough and accurate knowledge of Napoleon I. 
in all periods and circumstances of his event- 
ful life, and in most of his public and private 
relations, than of almost any other ruler of 
men, not much has been revealed as to his 
dealings with the book trade, and the little we 
do know cannot be said to redound greatly to 
the Emperor’s honor. 

How the brave Niiremberg bookseller, Jo- 
hann Philipp Palm, was done to death at Brau- 
nau, between two and three o’clock in the after- 
noon of August 26, 1806, by direct command of 
Napoleon 1. (given, be it remembered, prior 
to the mock trial having been held before a 
Commission nominated, at the Emperor's re- 
quest, by the Prince of Neufchatel), is matter 
of history. 

But, if Napoleon dealt thus cruelly with book- 
sellers, we have the doubtful satisfaction of 
knowing, on the authority of Prince Talley- 
rand, as reported by Henry Greville (in the 
volume recently published by Smith, Elder & 
Co. entitled ‘‘ Leaves from the Diary of Henry 
Greville,” edited by the Countess of Enfield 
(pp. 30-31) that he ‘‘ was passionately fond of 
theological subjects, and discussed them con- 
stantly. Louis XvIII., on arriving at Paris, was 
greatly surprised to find the ante-library of 
the Emperor’s cabinet to consist principally of 
books on theological subjects, and these were 
his favorite study.” 

Let us trust, in any case, that the theologi- 
cal books had been duly paid for; and that 
their publishers or the booksellers who sup- 
plied them were not kept waiting for their 
money like that publisher of Avignon whose 
griefs are related in the chapter of the ‘‘ Mé- 
moires de Barras” on Bonaparte at the siege 
of Toulon. 

Barras, when before Toulon, having en- 
trusted Bonaparte with the carrying out ofa 
series of reconnoitrings and battery manceu- 
vres which the young lieutenant had performed 
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with promptitude and punctuality, promoted 
him to be captain. But the future Emperor 
was not happy nor satisfied. Barras styles hima 
‘* soured ambitious man who was neither mind- 
ed to speak well of others nor to hear good 
spoken of them. 

‘** Everything goes wrong,’ he saidtome. ‘I 
must let you know the state of things, Citizen 
Representative. Your loyalty and your mili- 
tary rank assure me that you will receive my 
remarks favorably. I am,’ he continued, ‘ ex- 
posed to the Corsican faction and to the arro- 
gance of Carteaux and his wife. I believe I 
know something about the use of artillery. I 
appeal to your knowledge. Everything useful 
proposed by me is put on one side. I have 
been ordered to suspend the construction of a 
battery I had begun to form on a mamelon the 
enemy had neglected to occupy, and which 
enabled us to close this passage and to guaran- 
tee Victor’s battalion from surprise. Besides 
this, the mamelon is so situated that the fire of 
the battery would fall on the enemy’s entrench- 
ments. I ask your support. My zeal shall re- 
spond for the protection which you will grant 
me when you have examined everything.’ 

‘* While thus speaking, Bonaparte offered me 
some copies of a pamphlet he had just written 
and published at Avignon, and begged me for 
permission to give them to the officers and even 
to the soldiers of the Republican Army. Laden 
with an enormous bale of these copies, he said 
to each soldier, while distributing them, ‘They 
can see now that I am a patriot! Can any one 
be so strong in revolution? Marat and Robes- 
pierre, they are my saints!’ He did not over- 
state the case when announcing this profession 
of faith; for it is really. impossible to imagine 
more ultramountain (de plus ultra-montagnard) 
principles than those contained in this infernal 
pamphlet. Besides, it is now a sort of indict- 
ment of history. 

‘‘This pamphlet, so profusely circulated by 
Bonaparte, and for the cost of which he asked 
the representatives of the people to reimburse 
him, which tney did, adding a gratuity for the 
author, was his famous ‘ Souper de Beaucaire.’ 
We may see in works subsequent to the inci- 
dent here related that, at the time of Bonaparte 
becoming Consul, the widow of the Avignon 
bookseller who had printed his ‘Souper de 
Beaucaire,’ being presented to the Consul at 
Paris, that she might claim payment of the 
printing expenses which had never been de- 
frayed, he decided, rot without humiliation, to 
liquidate immediately this less than small debt, 
which might very well have been paid by the 
General of the Army of Italy, whose savings 
afforded him ample means of so doing. It is 
evident from this circumstance, if verified, 
that, after having been paid by us, he had kept 
the money intended for the bookseller.”’ 





GLADSTONE AS A BOOKBUYER. 


For a good many years I was deeply interest- 
ed in British politics, Eugene Field wrote some 
time ago inthe Chicago Record, 1 was converted 
to liberalism, so-called, by an incident which I 
deem, well worth relating. One afternoon I en- 
tered a book-shop in High Holborn and found 
that the Hon. William E. Gladstone had preced- 
ed me thither. I had never seen Mr. Gladstone 
before. I recognized him now by. his resem- 
blance to the caricatures and by his unlikeness 
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to the portraits which the newspapers had 
printed. As I entered the shop 1| heard the 
bookseller ask: ‘‘ What books shall I send?” 
To this, with a magnificent sweep of his arms 
indicating every point of the compass, Glad- 
stone made answer: ‘‘Send me those.”’ With 
these words he left the place, and I stepped 
forward to claim a volume which had attracted 
my favorable attention several days previous. 
‘‘T beg your pardon, sir,” said the bookseller, 
politely, ‘‘ but that book is sold.” ‘‘Sold?” I 
cried. ‘‘ Yes, sir,’’ said the bookseller, ‘‘ Mr. 
Gladstone has just bought them all.” 

The bookseller then proceeded to tell me that 
whenever Mr. Gladstone entered a book-shop 
he made a practice of buying everything in 
sight. That magnificent sweeping gesture of 
his comprehended everything—theology, his- 
tory, social science, folk-lore, medicine, travel, 
biography—everything that came to his net 
was fish! ‘‘ This is the third time Mr. Glad- 
stone has visited me,’ said the bookseller, ‘‘ and 
this is the third time he has cleaned me out.” 

‘‘ This man is a good man,” says Ito myself. 
‘‘So notable a lover of books surely cannot err. 
The cause of home rule must be a just one 
after all.” 

From others intimately acquainted with him 
I learned that Gladstone was an omnivorous 
reader; that he ordered his books by the cart- 
load, and that his home in Hawarden literally 
overflowed with books. He made a practice, I 
was once told, of overhauling his library once 
in awhile, and of weeding out such volumes as 
hedid notcaretokeep. These discarded books 
were sent to second-hand dealers, and it is said 
that the dealers not unfrequently took advan- 
tage of Gladstone by reselling him over and 
over again (and at advanced prices, too) the 
very lots of books he had rejected. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


HENRY SEEBOHM, the enthusiastic ornithol- 
ogist, died in London, November 26. He was 
born in Bradford, Eng., in 1832, He was the 
author of a number of works in which he de- 
scribed his ornithological researches, prom- 
inent among which are ‘‘ Siberia in Europe” 
(1880), ‘‘ Siberia in Asia” (1882), ‘‘ The Geo- 
graphical Distribution of the Charadriide ” 
(1888), and ‘‘ British Birds.” 


EDWARD McCPHERSON, one of the best-in- 
formed and mast accurate political statisticians 
in this country, died in Gettysburg, Pa., on the 
14th inst., from the result of a mistake in taking 
medicine. Mr. McPherson was born in Gettys- 
burg, Pa., July 31, 1830. He served two terms 
in Congress from 1858. In 1863 he was elected 
clerk of the House of Representatives, which 
position he held continuously until 1873. He 
was subsequently elected every time the House 
was controlled by a Republican majority with 
the exception of this year, when he was not a 
candidate. He was best known as the author 
of his ‘*Handbook of Politics,” a biennial 
publication, which has become a standard 
work in every well-appointed library. Other 
works published by him were a “‘ Political His- 
tory of the United States During the Great Re- 
bellion” and ‘‘The Political History of the 
United States During Reconstruction.” For 
many years he was the editorof ‘‘ The Tribune 
Almanac,” and at the time of his death was 
American editor of ‘‘ The Almanach de Gotha.” 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
AGAINST PIRACY OF PLAYS. 

THERE was a conference on the 18th inst. in 
the office of A. M. Palmer, at No. 29 West 
Thirtieth St., New York, between a number of 
theatrical managers and representatives of the 
Dramatists’ Club. It was for the purpose of 
furthering the Copyright bill which is to be in- 
troduced at the present session of Congress. 
A. M. Palmer presided. Among those present 
were Daniel Frohman, Edwin Knowles, Louis 
Aldrich, J. Charles Davis, Augustus Pitou, 
David Belasco, Max Bleeman, T. Henry French, 
Sidney Rosenfield, Harry Mann, W. D. Mann, 
A. C. Bond, J. W. Kelly, Harrison Grey Fiske, 
Charles Barnard, J. L. C. Clarke, Charles 
Klein, and Augustus Thomas. As a result of 
the conference it was decided to appoint a com- 
mittee to solicit subscriptions or levy assess- 
ments upon dramatists and managers to defray 
the expenses incurred in introducing the bill, 
Mr. Palmer will appoint the committee at once. 


CONGRESSMAN Amos J. CUMMINGS introduced 
in Congress on the 17th inst. a bill to so amend 
the copyright laws that any person performing 
or representing any dramatic or operatic com- 
position for which a copyright has been ob- 
tained without the consent of the proprietor of 
said opera or composition shall be liable to 
damages not less than $100 for the first offence 
and $50 for each subsequent performance. In- 
junctions shall issue by the courts to enjoin or 
restrain such performances.

THE New York Herald prizes have been 
awarded as follows: to Julian Hawthorne first 
prize of $10,000 for the best novel, to Miss 
Molly Elliot Seawell second prize of $3000 for 
the best novelette, and Edgar Fawcett the third 
prize, $2000, for the best short story. 


' THE recent election of William Edward Hart- 
pole Lecky to Parliament has called fresh pub- 
lic attention to that veteran Irish historian and 
philosopher. Mr. Lecky is now nearly fifty- 
eight years old, and published his first great . 
work thirty-four years ago. He is a poet as 
well as a historian, and has printed a volume 
of verse. 


UncuT LEAVEs, a literary society at whose 
meetings authors read their yet unpublished 
manuscripts, gave a reception at Sherry’s, New 
York, on the 17th inst., for Mrs. Craigie (John 
Oliver Hobbes). A large number of invitations 
had been issued, and they were responded to by 
nearly all the members of the society and many 
outside guests. 


It is said that Hall Caine will receive some- . 
thing like $15,000 for the English and American 
serial rights of his new story, while his income 
from his book rights, if it should attain any- 
thing like the popularity of ‘‘ The Manxman,” 
would come to something like $25,000 more. 
Indeed, an offer of $30,000 down has already 
been made for the combined serial and book 
rights in England alone. 


So much interest was aroused by that most 
clever and original little book, ‘‘ An Experiment 
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in Altruism,” that it is now an open secret that 
the name of the author, ‘‘ Elizabeth Hastings,” 
is the pseudonym of Miss Margaret Pollock 
Sherwood, an instructor in rhetoric and English 
literature at Wellesley College. The third edi- 
tion of the book, which is to be issued at once, 
will be published under Miss Sherwood’s real 
name. 

W. J. CouRTHOPE, the new professor of poet- 
ry at Oxford, is fifty-two years of age, and is 
an official of the British Education Department. 
He was graduated with first-class classical 
honors in 1865. In 1864 he took the English 
verse prize, and in 1868 the English essay 
prize. He has written lives of Addison and 
Pope, ‘‘ The Genius of Spenser,” and ‘‘ Ludi- 
bria Lune,” and is engaged on ‘‘A History of 
English Poetry.”

U.ricu Hoep ti, of Milan, has issued a re- 
markably cheap edition of Dante’s ‘‘ La Divina 
Commedia,” edited and annotated by G. A. 
Scartazzini. The volume is a 16mo of 1176 
pages; the type used is a leaded brevier for 
the text, and leaded nonpareil for the notes, 
which are quite numerous; the paper is of a 
good quality, and, though necessarily thin, 
opaque, the presswork clean and clear, and 
the price is 3 lire 50 centesimi, a marvel of 
cheapness considering all things. 


One of the most artistic and appropriate of 
recent posters is the one prepared for the holi- 
days by Houghton, Mifflin & Co. It displays a 
shelf full of their latest issues in all their brill- 
iant array of scarlet, green, and gold, while a 
sprig of holly appropriately adorns the brow 
of Robert Browning, whose portrait appears 
on the frontispiece of his Cambridge edition, 
which lies open at that page. The whole, beau- 
tifully decorated and surmounted by the well- 
known trade-mark of the house, makes one of 
the most notable and attractive posters of the 
season. 
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A. & C. BLAck, London, expect to begin in 
about a year from now the publication of the 
new survey of London, which Walter Besant 
has in hand. As anindication of the thorough- 
ness with which the work is being done, Sir 
Walter recently said to a representative of the 
Westminster Gazette, that he ‘‘ devised a scheme 
of ‘perambulation’ by which every house of 
interest, every important business firm, every 
church, every public institution, and, in short, 
every place in any way worthy of notice, will 
be mentioned and dealt with.” Ofthecontribu- 
tors Professor Bonney will deal with London’s 
Geology, W. J. Loftie with the Tower and St. 
Paul’s, Mr. Beddard with Science, and E. Clodd 
with Banking. It is expected that it will take 
three years to complete this work. 


JOHN RICHARD GREEN’s ‘‘ Short History of the 
English People” has appeared in three different 
forms, but his longer history has hitherto been 
published only in the original octavo edition in 
fourvolumes. This edition, though excellent of 
its kind, is too large and heavy for pleasant 
reading in an ordinary way. The new edition 
which Macmillan & Co. are now issuing in 
their Eversley series will therefore meet with 
a warm welcome. It will consist of eight vol- 
umes. Vol. I. is ready, and the other volumes 
will follow at intervals of a month. The 
Eversley series has now become famous as an 
ideal collection of modern standard works. 
Printing and paper are all that can be desired 
for any library, while the size and weight of 
the volumes make it a pleasure to handle them. 


AT the session of the Académie des Inscrip- 
tions of November 23, M. Léopold Delisle read 
a communication on an interesting bibliograph- 
ical discovery which has just been made at 
Lyons. The library of that city possesses a 
very precious manuscript containing a Latin 
version of the Pentateuch which is earlier in 
date than the Vulgate. At the book sale after 
the recent death of M. de Verna, there was of- 
fered a manuscript containing in three columns 
a Latin Biblical text in uncial characters which 
is the exact continuation of that of the codex 
in thelibrary. It contains the Book of Joshua 
and the Judges almost complete. There is no 
doubt that the sheets found in M. de Verna’s 
collection belonged originally to the library 
manuscript. The first page of the Verna com- 
pletes a phrase begun on the last page of the 
principal codex. All the characteristic signs in 
the two are exactly alike. How the manuscript 
came into the possession of M. de Verna is not 
known. The main body of the Lyons codex 
was conveyed away some years ago by the too 
celebrated collector Libri, who sold it to Lord 
Ashburnham, by whom it was returned to the 
library. The Lyons Pentateuch has now be- 
come a Heptateuch, and Biblical critics have a 


new text of a version which is earlier than that 
of St. Jerome.
